It  is  said  that  the  Fulton  Street  postage 
stam]5  dealers  intend  using  the  reverse  die  of 
this  piece,  at  present  in  their  hands,  to  re 
stamp  the  reverse  of  genuine  1S61,  Orleans 
half  dollars.  A copy  of  the  obverse  die, 
which  is,  in  fact,  the  identical  obverse  of  the 
1 86 1 O.  halves,  could  not  be  manufactured 
with  perfect  safety,  because  of  certain  clauses 
of  a well  known  U,  S.  law,  which  bear  rather 
heavily  on  these  points,  but  the  wonderful 
fertility  of  resources  of  the  head  of  the  firm 
led  him  to  adopt  the  clever  dodge  of  simply 
restriking  the  reverse  of  genuine  1861  O. 
Half  dollar  with  the  so-called  Confederate 
States  half  dollar  reverse  die,  thus  producing 
exact  fac  similes  of  the  originals.  Unfortu- 
nately for  the  scheme  there  is  another  clause 
which  forbids  the  wilful  defacing,  altering, 
etc,  of  United  States  coins,  and  the  plan  of 
thus  increasing  the  number  of  Confederate 
States  Half  Dollars  will  moreover  meet,  as 
soon  as  known,  with  the  marked  hostility 
of  the  mint  authorities,  the  numismatic  soci- 

k 

eties  and  the  collecting  fraternity.  The  mint 
authorities  should  take  immediate  steps  to  re- 
cover this  reverse  die,  which  being  made  in  a 
government  building,  with  government  tools, 
and  by  workmen  paid  with  money  stolen  from 
the  United  States,  clearly  and  unmistakabl}- 
belongs  to  the  United  .States,  and  place  the 
same  on  permanent  free  exhibition  in  the 
mint  cabinet,  instead  of  allowing  it  to  become 
the  means  r>f  misleading  and  of  deceiving  col- 
lectors, in  the  hands  of  present  or  possible 
future  speculative  individuals.

SUTLERS  CHECKS. 

The  following  list  having  been  made  up 
from  only  three  collections,  is  of  course  very 
incomplete;  and  was  only  prepared  with  the 
hope  that  the  attention  of  collectors  might  be 
in  some  measure  enlisted;  and  that  those  hav- 
ing additional-  information  might  be  induced 
thereby  to  place  it  at  the  disposal  of  the  Edi- 
tor of  “Numisma”  in  order  that  a more  eoni- 
plete  catalogue  may  be  forthcoming  here- 
after. 

As  there  will  necessarily  be  many  additions 
required,  it  is  thought  best  not  to  designate 
by  numbers;  but  for  faeility  of  reference,  it 
has  been  arranged  for  those  having  the 
name  or  initials  of  the  isuer  alphabetically; 
and  for  those  having  only  the  number  or 
name  of  the  regiment  or  other  organization 
by  States  beginning  each  State  with  the  low- 
est number. 

In  deseribing  the  pieces  the  rule  observed 
has  been  to  commence  with  that  portion  of 
the  legend  or  inscription  occupying  the  upper 
portion  of  the  piece,  and  reading  regularly 
downward  (avoiding  all  minor  details  and  or- 
naments) thus  doing  away  with  the  necessity 
of  using  the  terms  Legend,  Inscription, 
etc. 


The  terms  yight  and  left  are  to  be  under- 
stood as  the  observers  right  and  left. 

The  rim  or  outer  limit  of  most  of  the  pieces 
eonsists  of  a beaded  circle,  and  all  are  to  be 
so  considered  unless  otherwise  stated. 

The  edges  of  nearly  all  are  plain,  conse- 
quently only  those  differing  in  some  respects 
will  be  mentioned. 

A great  majority  being  struck  on  very  thin 
metal,  all  those  of  about  the  thickness  of.  the 
current  bronze  cent  (or  more)  are  designated 
by  a star  immediately  following  the  figures 
expressing  the  size,  which  is  given  according 
to  the  American  Scale  of  sitxteenths  of  an 
inch. 

Three  reverses  which  appear  on  a large 
number  of  them  are  first  described  to  avoid 
repetition,  and  are  referred  to  in  the  descrip- 
tions as  Rev.  No.  i,  2,  and  3.
